‘Annual Meeting of Hongkong 
Auxillary, 


Inthe unavoidable shsence of the Hon. 
Mr F. H. May, Uolonial Secrotary, the 
Hon. Mr H. W. Slade presided at the 
annual meeting of the Hongkong auxiliary 
of the British and Forsign Bible Society 
held in the City Hall yesterday . afternoon. 
Bupporting him on the platform were. the 
Bishop of Victoris (Dr Lander), the Rev, 
E, G. Barnett, the Ray. T. W. Pearce 
Messrs Amos P, Wilder (American Consul- 
General), and W. G. Humphreys. ‘ 

After the singing of a hymn, prayer was 
offered by the Rev. E. J. Barnett. - 

The Chairman referred to the unavoide 
able absence of the Hon. Mr F. H. May, 
and added that for himself he must pload 
ignorance of the working of the British 
and Foreign Bible Socioty. Thérefore-he 
would ask them to excuse any remarks 
from him, and request the Rev. T. W. 
Poarea to present the report. 

The Rey. T. W, Pearce thon read tho 
report, which has already appeared in the 
China Mail, and added that if there was 
one platform on which Christians of every 
name could stand it was the platform of 
the British and Foroign Bible Sdciety. 
And when they noticed the movements to- 

* watda co-operation among Christians, then 

. they could bo grateful to Almighty God that 
in the work of the Socioty they were being 
brought nearer together. : 

The Bishop of ‘Victoria moved that the 
General Committee for 1908 be re-elected 
for the current year, with power to add to 
their numbor ; that the Ladies Committee 
be thanked for their spccial services 
rendered during the past 12 months and 
be requested to continue fora furthor year, 
with power to add to thoir number ; that 
Dr Sanders, the Honorary Treasurer, and 
tho Rev T, W. Pearec, the Honorary 
Secretary, he asked to remain in oflice 
“for a further period of ono year. In 
doing so he said he regarded that 
association as one of the most encour- 

_ aging institutions they had in the'tolony. 
. The report Mr Pearce had presented 
* gave them great grounds for oncouragoment, 
and they wore indeed grateful to the ladies 
for their earnestness and succers in collect- 
ing 8756 this last year, They were also 
thankful that Bible Sunday was so uni- 
versally observed in the Christian churches 
on ¢ho part of both-the Chinese and Euro- 
pean communities. The British and 
, Porign Bible Society was a society which 
circulated the bast book in the world ; they 
would all agree that tho Bible was its own 
best defonce. . It had been said that the 
question of the inspiration of the Bible was 
auswered in this way—Does it inspire ? 
Tho Bible -was'a book which did 
.thosa who road it and studied it, and 
in the inspiration which it gave it 
proved itself to-be tha inspired Word 
of Ged. If they. could imagine 5 world 
from which the Bible had been entirely 
lost, he thought they would see how very 
much the world would lose. _If there ivere, 
to be taken away alt the Bibles, all the 
quotations from the Bible, and all the 
institutions, which ‘had: their origin in the 
Biblo, they would be amazed how very 
much poorer thoy would be} indeed, he 
—thought_the—ory—throughout—the world 
would be “Give us back our Bible.” 
Literature, law, and the arts were very 
much more dependent upon the Bible than 
most. Poople supposed. His Lordshi 
spoke of the comfort given by the Bible in 
times of trial and death, and went on to 
refor to the fact that the Society was found- 
ed on a broad basis, saying that among its 
officera would be found the leading mon 
of all Protestant Christian Churches. 
Under its aegis men of different nationsli- 
ties and races could co-operate for the 
advance of Christianity, and in this con 
nection he roferred to the movoment for a 
reunion among the Christian churches which 
Was 60 strongly advocated last year at the 
Pan-Anglican Congress, In working for 
such a society as the: British and Foreign 
Bible Society they wero helping to forward 
the time when Christian people through- 
out the world should be one as our Lord 
and Master prayed they might be, 

Mr Amos, P. Wilder, who socendod, 
said ;—Missions are the subject of com: 
ment as regards personel, method, effi- 
ciency ; but thero is an undisputed dignity 
and majesty in the unaccompanied circula- 
tion of the Bible. To question the potency 
of this book and the bonofit of its 
tion, is to argue with the stars. 
motive power of our-civilization; most all 

. Wo have'we owe to it. Ap‘ people absorb 
its. teachings in their clarity and follow 
them, they become strong: nas indivi- 

and as nations; ag they forget or 
obscure its Proeepts, they decline, Japan 
seams to he an exception, but this potential 
People is too young yet as moderns to have 
Tun any ‘gamut of all the tests of national 
life, It will bo rememberod that Shin- 
toism was not able to break the bonds that 
enveloped that nation.

What of tho myriads of 
homes in your country and mine, the 
scenes of plenty, growth and posce, of 
mutual respect, of deference to women ; 
what of intolligence, self-control, mercy, 
truth, in the average man, “woman and 
child? If you lose your watch in tho 
streets of your home town, ‘why - is 
the chance of recovery so good? If you 
fall down sick, why so many strangers to 
care for you? Why do travellers feel safe 
in an English ship? They know iftheir child 
falla overboard, some Briton careless of his 
life, will plunge after it. They know if the 
Republic goea down, some Captain Soalby 
will see the womonand children offin safety, 
and stand by to go down with her. These 
things are not by chance, my friends ; they 
were paid for with s price. Nations do 
not becomes atrong and pencoful by the 
turning of a hand ; no such scenes as Thave 
instanced are common in paganism, sod 
why? The motive power in man is tho 
heart; outofitare the issues of life, and 
heathen faiths have not so influenced 
those. who know their power. The 
strength of Christian civilization is due tc 
the sanctions of the Bible in which genera- | 
tions have been trained. The Provetbs 
havo made men cautious. The musings of 
Job have forced men to look to the stars 
in reverence. The warnings of Isaiah have 
made them afraid, The* grim, just, God- 
fearing figures of prophots and martyrs yet 
stalk in the souls of men who do not know 
it, and the God-man of Galilee still sum- 
mons the sons of men to ba pure, merciful 
and trae to the ond. 

This society davotes its energies to the 
distribution of the Bible to all nations. It 
is now printed in full or in part in over 
400 languages.’ This word is predicated on 
the proposition that the man who shapes 
his life on the teachings’ of the Book will 
come to tho fall stature -of manhood, 
and thatthe people who make it their 
guido will stave off. evils aud take 
on bonofite. We are especially interested 
in distributing the book among the Chinese; 
they sre our neighbours, and knowing and 
esteoming their qualities, we are almost a 
unit in saying no undeveloped poople has 
the potentiality of these four hundred 
millions. We believe the Book will do for 
them what it has done for the nations that 
have adopted it an the-cornor ston of their 
religious faith. 

And what else will uplift China? Com- 
merce, exploitation of resources, diplomacy, 
peronl contact, secular edueation even,
